that no terms can be lawfully demanded of 
the revolting States except submission to the 
constitution and laws as they are. The reso- 
lutions declare at once that the war should be 
prosecuted vigorously and should be prose- 
ccuted for constitutional purposes. The radi- 
cals agree to the first part of the declaration 
but object to the last: nay, in their estima- 
tion the lost neutralizes the first, insomuch 
that the whole declaration is tantamount to 
disloyalty. In a word, they hold anything 
short of revolutionary abolitionism to be 
nothing short of treason. This is the secret 
of the venomous and barefaced accusation in 
qutstion, — an accusation which is hurled in- 
discriminately at every conservative in the 
land. 

A very striking exemplification of this fret 
is found in the (ase of Mr. Fillmore, who has 
incurred tbe > cessation by a statesmanlike 
and noble alius on to the war in & recent ad- 
dress at Buffalo. “But let us hope,” he said, 
“iLat an all- wise and morel'll! Providence 
will incline tie hearts of tbe people, North 
and South, to peace,— to a lasting peace, with 
a restored U nion, cemented by fraternal affec- 
tion under our well-tried and glorious Con- 
stitution. Nor s this the time or place to ex- 
press sn opinion as to the policy that should 
be pursued to reach so desirable an end. Bat- 
ons thing is clear, that much mast be forgiven, 
if not forgotten, on both sides, before this 
Union can ever be xestored; and therefore it 
is to be hoped that all unnecessary acts of 
cruelty, or wanton destruction of private 
. property, orimu’t, or insolence in triumphing 
over a fallen foe will be avoided; for ail 
such acts only fire the heart of our adversary 
with resentment and revenge, and thus 
protract the war, if! crease its horrors, 
and leave a sting which will reader 
reunion more difficult, if not impossible. 
But it must be appirem to all that the first 
step toward bringing this war to a close is to 
conquer the rebel army. Any negotiations 
for peac; before this is dote would prove 
abortive; and any professed clemency to those 
in arms, who defy onr power, would be a 
mockery, which would be treated with ridi- 
cule and contempt. But wUen we have con- 
quered their armies and disposed of their 
leaders, then let ns show our magnanimity 
and generosity by winning back tbe deladed 
multitude who have been seduced or coerced 
into this rebellion by extending to them every 
act of clemency and kindness in our power, 
and by lestoring them to all their rights under 
the Constitution. This I conceive to beChris- 
tias forgiveness and the best policy, and the 
only one which can ever restore this Union. 
But to accomplish this the administration 
must be supported in all its constitutional 
efforts to conquer and disperse the rebel army; 
and here let me remark that present appear- 
ances indicate a more bloody campaign 
the ensuing season than any we have yet had. 
The course of events has done much to 
incite the South and intensify its hatred 
to the North, and desperation will lend energy 
and boldness to their efforts. It is never wise 
b> underestimate the power of your adver- 
sary, W e must, therefore, give up the con- 

test, and consent to dissolution, which, 1 ven- 
ture to ray, nc man who loves his country is 
prepared to do, or we must send an army into 
tbe field sufficiently strong to ensnre success; 
for, if we do not conquer and disperse the rebel 
army the ensuing campaign, the war may be 
protracted indefinitely, and finally end in ! 
cepe ration, dishonor, and utter ruin of the 
country . I ray, therefore, that the adminis- 
tration must have sufficient men and monev, 
and this ibongb we may not always approve I 
of the uee that is made of either.

Anv other course would produce 
counter-revolution which would end in anar- 
chy." Nothing surely could be gentler or 
mcr^curteous than tbe terms in which these

•er in any remarks we baTc made upon 
the repulre and retreat of Generals Smith and 
Grierson, wt have not intended to cast the 
slightest imputations upon those distinguish- 
ed officers. Though we have deeply regretted 
their failure to join Gen. Sherman, we have 
not doubted that they acted in strict obedi- 
ence tc orders, and that they would have suc- 
ceeded if they had been joined by certain 
forces where they expected to be and should 
Lave been. They undoubtedly performed the 
part assigned 16 them as far as it possibly 
could fce performed under the circumstances. 
Except in the important matter of not rein- 
forcing Shi man, thev acccomplished the ob- 
jects of their enterprise. They did far more 
harm to the rebels than they sustained. The 
injury done by them to the rebels was im- 
mense. A snr.re was set for their command, 
and they avoided it by a great deal of skil- 
ful maneuvering and herd fighting. More- 
over, by their movements the rebel cavalry 
was drawn off a hundred and fifty miles from 
Cen.

®gj“It is now March; the weather is un- 
commonly fine; the ground is hard and hard- 
ening; and, according to present appearances, 
everything will soon he in readiness for the 
spring campaign. The preparations on the 
rebel side for that campaign are upon a tre- 
mendous scale.

We do not see what 
the authorities can possibly promise themselves 
or the country from such a policy. .The out- 
lines of the great eveats that occur must in- 
evitably come soon to the knowledge 
of the nation, and jif, from the want of 
full and connected accounts, those out- 
lines are for the present left dim and shad- 
owy, the public mind will greatly exag- 
gerate them whenever’, disastrous.

Barracks News. — The Barracks transacted 
a lively business yesterday. R“gimcnts and 
detachments of recruits reported in rapid 
succession, and were immediately furnished 
transportation to the different points for which 
they were destined. 

The 7th Pennsylvania, seven hundred strong, 
anived in the morning, fresh from furlough 
and home, on their way to the Army of the 
Cumberland in the field. This regiment has 
done excellent service while at home, recruits 
having flocked to its standard, until the old 
7th now musters fourteen hundred men. 
This number h above the maximum, and the 
overplus > will be assigned to other Pennsyl- 
vania regiments. Seven hundred recruits, 
obtained by the 7th, will pasj through the 
city in a few days. 

Also, fresh from home, with “Good-bye” of 
friends still ringing in their ears, arrived, at 
five o’clock Tuesday morning, the 107th New 
York veterans, numbering four hundred men. 
They tarried but a few hours in the city, 
taking the evening train for Nashville. Ia a 
few days more their steady march will be 
heard on the front lines commanded by the 
gallant General Joe Hooker. 

Four hundred and forty recruits, fair spec- 
imens of the yeoman sons of the Buckeye 
State, arrived from Columbus, and were fur- 
nished transportation over the Nashville 
Railroad. They go to strengthen the ranks 
of depleted regiments in the field, a hearty 
“God bless you. boys,” and a safe return to 
friends and home when the turmoils of war 
shall cease. 

One hundred and fifty recruits reported as 
hailing from Detroit. Hale men, fresh and 
strong as the breezes from their own North- 
ern lakeg, they will soon become accu 3 tomel 
to the hardships of the field . They hastened 
on to the front to be assigned to the regi- 
ments which each has chosen, and supply the 
places of fallen braves. 

In all, but forty convalescents were received 
yesterday, and thirty-three recruited in health 
and oble to perform duty in the field, were 
forwarded to their regiments. 

Eighteen recruits, collections from various 
points, were sent to Memphis last night. 

Eleven deserters were received: four from 
Cincinnati and seven from Lexington. 

Four men, whose furloughs had expired, 
left for Cairo, having two deserters in charge.

York arrived by steamer from Cincinnati and 
left by rail for the front.

The effect has been 
to cripple the rebellion throughout all that 
very large section, and it is doubtful whether 
the cripple can be restored. Gen. Sherman 
will not long remain idle.

General Lee's 
beaten aimv remained, after retreating, a 
whole week or more on the north of the Po-

A pay- 
master and the surgeon of the 27th Missouri 
were burned, but not seriously hurt. Two or 
three others were more or less burnt. The 
rear and two other cars were burnt. 

It is stated, that, at the time the collision 
occurred, the engineer of the forward train 
was swinging his lamp to warn the rear train 
of the danger, but the signal was unheeded. 
It 13 said that the so-called engineer who had 
charge of the rear train was not an engineer, 
but had been a fireman on the Southern Mich- 
igan Railroad, and that he has not been heard 
of since the accident. Tbe ladies who were 
thus suddenly and terribly destroyed, were 
highly respected members of society. Mrs. 
Jordan was on her way to Nashville on a mis- 
sion of maternal affection. Her son had been 
taken prisoner and sent there for confinement; 
she was seeking him to afford him the con- 
solation of a mother's counsel and advice. 
An opening was made in the bnrning car, 
and she tried to get out, but she could not.

It has been 
‘ winter killed'' or ‘ ’frozen out, some my, to 
the extent of ooe-fburth, others say one-third, 
whilst many oom plain that they will not 
make half a crop. Time alone will develop 
the fell extent of the damage, but I think 1 
may safely say that not more th>n two-thirds 
1 of Che orc i arV crop of the country or one-half 
of a crop wifi be harrested. Unfavorable 
weather hereafter mar still farther damage 
theyfeld ofthUneereaf. Oar farm *ra are 7c- 
tavely preparing Cor the coining crop of corn 
Mid tobacco

shall hear farmers my “I am sorry that I 
broke up my wheal ground and sowed it in 
oats, as many have already unwisely done 
Many persons think that bwause the (op of 
the wheat is killed the root is, bat it is a mis- 
take, as s few warm days will soon demon- 
strate My observation in regard to barley 
has not been so extensive, but I believe that 
hurley has been more injured than wheat, as 
it cannot stand the same degree of cold that 
■* — * can. And one word of advice to 
iecting seed corn for planting 
leas care is taken to get good 
ring corn crop will be worse 
than either the wheat or barley ; in planting 
good seed it saves replanting, and replanting 
seldom profits a fanner much, as nearly all 
upland corn was more or lees damaged 
by early frosts last fall. Farmers would 
’Vde well, where convenient, to get their 
seed corn from • the river bottoms, as 
^ but little, if any, bottom oom was injured 
by frost; by doing so, if it does cost a little 
time and money, it will pay in the end.

The Lake City (Fla ) Columbian has a long 
account of the battle or Olustee, of which tbe 
writer eeys: Aitbouga he participated ia ail 
tbe battles around Richmond, he Dever wit- 
nessed a more stubbornly contested field, the 
engagement lasting more than four hoars. 

General Finnegan was in command of the 
rebel forces, consisting of Florida and Georgia 
regiments.

SENATE. 

The petition of Eli Thayer and others pre- 
sented on Monday was incorrectly stated to be 
in favor ot the passage of a law confiscating 
tbe lands of rebels aod distributing them 
among freedmen. The petition in reality 
asks Congress to confiscate utterly aud with- 
out reserve the lands of rebels, and to give of 
the esme, without other formula than occupa- 
tion, 160 acres to each private in the naval 
service, and to each man in the rank and file of 
ihe Union army, and of the rebel army who 
will take the President’s oath of allegiance to 
the United States, and titet the lands are, after 
settlement, under the homestead law. 

M r. Wiison introduced a bill to provide for 
tbe better organization of the Quartermasters’ 
Department, which was referred to the Com- 
mittee on Military Affairs. 

This bill organizes divisions, charged with 
duties ss follows: Ut. t hi purchase and dis- 
position of boms for the service; 21, ths pur- 
chase and issue of clothing, knapsacks, aud 
accoutrements; 3d, the chartering of vessels 
for transportation; 4tb, Western transporta- 
tion and telegraphs; 5tb, the purchase of 
forage; 6th, tbe erection of hospitals, barracks, 
storebocses, stables, and bridges; 7th, the pur- 
chase aud d. -position of wagons, ambulances, 
and forges; 8th, inspections aud reports; 9th, 
correspondence, returns, and records. Except 
in cases of emergency, or in purchases at the 
seat of war, advertising for propossls is re- 
quired. Tbe bill provides also for the more 
economical distribution of supplies, and for 
the punishment of frauds or bribery in such 
purchases. 

The special order w»s taken tip, being the 
1 amendment of Mr. Browu to the bill to pro- 
| mote enlistments. 

Mr. Brown proceeded to address the Senate 
at length to support bis Amendment and the 
freeing of the slaves as 1 war measure, and 
cLimed the existence of o power to free them 
in Congress and the executive.

They report that Colonels Dunigrea 
and Cook, with eighty men, were ambushed 
near King and Queen C. H., with a large 
nnmber cf negroes, where they were attacked 
by a superior force of rebels, and that Colonel 
Dahlgren and a number of bis men were 
killed and the rest taken prisoners. 

The negroes were shut up ia jail. A servant 
of Colonel Dahlgren, who subsequently ar- 
rived, reports that he eaw his body Iving by 
the rca'iside stripped and horribly mutila:ed. 
Colonel Dahlgren’s personal gallantry carried 
him on this expedition which has proved so 
fata! to the army. 

The lug Titan, recently captured at Cherry 
Stone and chased by the gunboat seut in pur- 
suit, finally took refuge in Point Akin Creek, 
near the Rappahannock, where she was set 
on fire and burned before our small boats 
eonld reach her. Two rebel navy officers, one 
a Lieutenant, led tbe force which captured the 
Ti ar ; they burned tbe telegraph station at 
Cherry Slone, and carried off the batteries.

In a moment or two the news was spread 
about among the adjacent tables, atifl the GenJ 
eral began to find himself the focus of an nc- 
cominonly sharp fire from ladies’ eyes, whi ;h 
seemed a good deal more embarrassing to him 
than some other kinds of fire. 

Finally, Representative Morebead, of Pitts- 
burg, who sat at the next table, rose and an- 
nounced that the hero of Yicksburg w «3 
among, them and proposed his heal.h, when 
the whole assemblage of guests sprang to 
tfceir ieet and united in half a dozen rou iug 
cheers. 

Grant bowed iu an embarrassed way and 
took his sent again, but a rush instantly be- 
gan from all tarts of the hall, and everybody 
pressed forward to be introduced to him. Thi 
General’s dinner was very cold before h» got 
an opportunity to give bis attention to it 
again.

— The work of repairing 
the railroads is progressing rapidly; three 
mi ei of track and three brilges were destroy- 
ed on the Southern roads, ten milts of track 
on the Selma road, and tbirtj -five on the 
Mobile and Ohio road were destroyed. Sher- 
man burnt a great deal of property here, and 
at Mona, Enterprise, Lockhart, acd station?, 
the public bindings and numbers o private 
houses were destroyed. 

The enemy pillaged every bouse; provisions 
weie taken from almost every family. Sher- 
man laid waste the country through which 
his army passed on their return to Vicksbu-g. 

Demopolis , March 4. — A despatch from Gen. 
Jackson, dated 8pas-n, seven miles from Can- 
ton, Feb. 28th, says he overtook the enemy at 
that point on the 27ih, aud was skirmishing. 
Tbe enemy crossed bis whole force at Rat- 
cliffe’a and Cullnm's ferries and proceeded to 
Canton, where they were reported on short 
rations and broken down. 

1 1 v aa thought they would destroy a por- 
tion of the railroad north of Canton, and go 
at once to Vicksburg. About twenty-five 
bad been killed aud captured. Our cavalry 
are harassing tflem. 

Atlanta , March 3.— -A special to the Appeal 
dared Macon, Miss., March 2d, says the whole 
Federal force under Sherman was at Canton 
on tie 28th ult. Our cavalry were ha-assing 
thrm with decided effect. 

Qriersou'a command had returned to Mex- 
pbis. 

A private telegram from Gen. Forrest says: 
“M v victory [the repulse of Smith and Grier- 
son] is complete. My loss is two killed and 
60 wounded. The Y'ankee loss in kiilei, 
wounded, and captured js about 300. Tney 
outnumbered me three to one. CoL Forrest 
is killed.” 

Charge C. II., March —The excitement 
about the raiders has subsided, and all is 
quiet in this department. The cau3e of the 
firing at the lower forts yesterday evening 
has not been ascertained, but it is believed to 
bave been our artillery shelling a feeble dem- 
onstration of tbe enemy’B cavalry. 

Charleston, March 3.— One hundred and 
twenty eight shots were fired at the city to- 
day. The enemy are engaged in hauling *m- 
muaitiou to Cumming’s Point batteries. A 



derrick-boat and schooner are lying a’oig 
side the sunken vessel rnia ng her gun°. 

Charleston, March 4 — One hundred and 
eight shells have been fired at the ci^y in tfce- 
last 24 hours, ending at 5 o,c!ock this evening. 
One white woman was severely wounded in 
tbe leg this morning. This is the only c v-u ri- 
ty from 1 250 shells fired during tha last for- 
nigbt. The Moni’ors fired a few shats a’ 
Sumpter to-day. No other news. 

Savannah, March 4 — A special to tbe Re- 
publican says that a detachment from one of 
cur regiments of cavalry aud aims infantry, 
all under command of Col. Anlersoa o' the 
5th Georgia, attacked the Federal? at Camp 
Finnegan on Tuesday. The camp was retaken 
and the Federal? badly whipped and pursued 
them to within three mitea of Jacksonville. 
Our loss seven killed and twenty-three 
wounded. 

Cincinnati, March 9. 

Tbe Commercial’s Chattanooga despatch, 
dated the 6th, says: All quiet in front, except I 
an occasional exchange of shots between the 
advanced cavalry pickets. To-day a Urge 
foice of rebel cavalry appeared before Ntaka- 
jsck Cep and pressed our cavalry. 

Deserters arrive at the rate of 30 a day. 

A largo force of rebel cavalry attacked 83 
men of the 3d Tennessee, at Panther Springs, 
East Tennessee, on the 5th. Our loss, 2 
killed, 8 wounded, and 22 captured. The 
rebels lost 30 killed ami wounded. 

Cincinnati. March 0. 

The Commercial’s Columbus despatch says 
that Gen. Grant, on his way East, in conver- 
sation with distinguished Ohio officers, ex- 
pressed himself entirely satisfied with the 
situation of military affairs, and spoke in 
the highest terms of Sherman’s expedition, 
which had given the rebellion the severest 
blow since the fall of Vicksburg. Sherman 
has destroyed forage and provisions enough 
to have subsisted the rebel army three to six 
months. In one place he destroyed over two 
millions of property, and in other places im- 
mense stores, thousands of bushels of corn, 
and large quantities of wheat were consumed. 
He brought in large droves of cattle, several 
thousand head of mules, eight thousand ne- 
groes, OTer 400 prisoners, with a trifling loss 
of men and material on our side. In addi- 
tion to tbis, the destrucltan of important rail- 
road lines. Sherman jkeved Me. Ph'-rson’s 
corps from guard duty along the Mississippi 
and restored it to active service. 

St. Louis, March 9.

A Leavenworth despatch say3 an unsuc- 
cessful attempt was made ia the Union 
Ltsguelast night to recind the resolution de- 
nouncing tfce Senatorial election of memoere 
to tbe Legislature who were expelled, be al- 
lowed a trial. 

Rccruiiing progresses rapidly, aad Kansas 
will eocu fill her quota. 

St. Louis, March 9. 

Gen. Rostcrans has issued a special (order 
requiring all persons attending religiour con- 
ventions, arsemblies, synods, conferences, aid 
other convocations held in his department, to 
take a more stringent oath of allegiance, and 
any violation of this order wiil subject an as- 
semblage to dispersion by any Provost Mar- 
shal. 

Washington, March 9. 

The President of the United States this 
evening formally presented to General Grant 
his commission as Lieutenant-General. The 
ceremony took place in the Cabinet chamber 
in the presence of the entire Cabinet, Veni't! 
Halleck, Repiesentative Loycio*-, General 
Raw lings and CoL C«rtatock,' of General 
Grant s staff, the son of Gen. Grant, and Mr. 
NichoU. The President thus addressed: 

Gvxebal Grant — I n consequencs of the 
nation s appreciation of what you have done, 
and its reliance on you for wbat remains to do 
in the" existing great struggle, you are 
now precented with this commission, consti- 
tuting you Lieutenant-General ia the army 
of ths United States. With this high honor 
devolves on you also a forrtspondieg respon- 
sibility. I rcarcely need aid that with whit 
I here speak for the nation goes my own 
heaity personal concurrence. 

To which Gen. Grant replied as follows: 

Mr. PitssinEST: I accept this comaiissiin 
~’ith gratitude, for the honor conferred, with 
the aid of the noble muIc that have fought 
on so many fields, for our common country. 
It will be my earnest endeavor not to disap- 
point jour expectation. I feel tbe full weight 
of responsibility now devolving on ms, and 
I know that ir they are met, it will be due to 
the armies, and above all to the favor of that 
Providence, which leads both nation and men. 

The President then introduced Gen. Grant 
to all tbe members of the Cabinet, after 
which the company was seated, and about 
’half an hour was spent in special converse. 

fiT A Sorghum Convention was held at 
Columbus, O., on the 15th of January last. 
We copy fcelow 'from the Ohio Farmer the 
remarks of some of the speakers: 

Mr. Wienn — I fed four hor-es aid two 
cows on the blades three we-iks, artel they did 
better than for the same time previous or sin:e. 

I feed blades and the tops together when th s 
reed is not ripe. I believe, with Mr Bra-.ch, 
that tbe seed itself will pay for the production 
as feed for ttock; inde d, better than corn, by 
throwing the green stocks to hogs and giving 
the blades and seed to cattle. 

As to hybrid zing or mixing, I find it ia 
with Sorgi o tfce same as corn — that if thj best 
s. cd is teketed with care, a corresponding im- 
provement wi’l he made. I am of opiuton that 
the several varieties of tie cane that ripen 
about the same time will mix in the head. Mr. 
Clctigh seemed to think that the variaiies did 
not mix in the flower. That it will mix there 
can bo no doub:, for seed so produced wiil 
bring forth a character peculiar to it iclf. I 
hate never found any broom-corn in tuy cane 
to trouble me. 

Mr. Wadswcrth, of Union county — I htvs 
teen engaged several years in the production 
of soigfco. Any fair quality of soil will pro- 
duce it, especially any good potato ground. 
We have all kinds of sod in Unioa comty. 
We have black prairie, drv prairi ', liw 
ground, trod rolling land. It w.ll grow ia 
low ground, but the stalks wilt bj .-tinted nni 
lark the full proportion of the saccharine mat- 
ter. Un dry ground, it is rich in sugar, but 
tbe quantity c f juice is not so groat. I bj- 
lieve ell s e-’s of different varieties of the 
s me ore’er will mix. Hybridizing is going 
on ec minus lly. Platt the potato ball, an 1 
jon v iil get all varieties of that product. 
Why? Ikcattee there is a mixture in the 
seed. AH kinds cf corn will mix, as is well 
known. Dr. Kir'laod, of Cleveland, lias ex- 
tensively pro.cds d artificial hjbiidiz ug. anl 
ha? produced in this way several well-known 
ci crr.'es of go.d quality. It is a n'c » o ora- 
tion. He draws a piece of fine ganze over ths 
bud just before it bursts ; tten select j another 
bud, snd, as so:n as he cai get ths pollen, he 
impregnates with a fine hair pencil. Thu 
demonstrates it practically. 

Mr. I'et'ets, of IVrtiV.d county — I hava 
been engaged in this production in a smn'I 
way fer tcvcral years. I think the question 
of seeds the roost important one H ive cul- 
tivated the Cliine-e and the African varieties. 

I fh nk thes? tfce b at va ieties both for sugar 
and sirup. We ran keep the seed ai pure as 
that of any other production. 

As io the qucstfou, whether ths varieties 
mix in the pollen, we kn»w no: how much of 
the diff.rcnce we see in the cane may he a‘- 
tributed to tte difference in t ia character of 
the soil, a; well ss t) the superior quality of 
the seed of the same variety. It is well known 
ttat if we p'tnt wheat, coin, or anything e’s', 
on the tamo soil continually, the crop will 
grow weaker and the variety ha less capable of 
fully reproducing itself. So with the Sorgho. 
Stalks that have grown up feebta give -eedleos 
capable of reproducing itself than the seed 
from strong .stalk*. 

I th’nk the Sorghum will p-oluce tin finest 
tirrp, but there is more sugar iu the Impher. 
The Imphec is net liable to bio w down or to 
sucker. It rna-t not be planted so thick as to 
prevent a free circulation of air and of sun • 
ligh’. Sorghum, when planted seven or eight 
stalks to the bill, will not sucker as much as 
w hen less is planted. I worked Implice ia 
August last which granulated. I cut the same 
esne in October ; let it stand a month ; and 
though it marked 14 to 15 on the saccharome- 
tcr, it would cot granulate. 

I tut up the esne as I would corn, and 
shocked it up. I have raised two toes of 
blades to one of bay. I consider tbe s led fully 
as gcod as cats lor feed. The Itnphee wiil 
produce more per acre than the Sorghum. 
Tkcrc should co: be over eight stocks to the 
kJl. The Implies will a!>o produce more 
s’ rup per acre than Sorghum. My soil is 
ch steut upland, second bc,t om . Tlrorc seems 
to l>e li ireor no d.ff reu.e iu the manuring of 
thc-e two vai ietii s. Tbe Srrghum will show 
the red before it appears in the Inuhee. 

I fettemd my logs on the offil, or skim* 
rnings, as fully as the neighbors fattened theirs 
on coni at seventy five cents per bushel. I hod 
the fastest hogs of the season. I fed them on 
com a shert time before kil'ing. I hare lost 
no stock ky feeding cace. It i§ of course dan- 
gerous to feed cane that has soiled. I prefer 
to cut ard s.hexk the cane, not atrippiug the 
blades til! it is used at the mill 

As to seed, I would go into ths field si I do 1 
(n selecting corn, ar.d icarch out the strong- 
est blades, aa soed frem them would be like- |
